A GRAND NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


At the Expense of the Government—It Savors 
Too Much of Centralization 
to be Adopted. 
Wasurnerox, November 15.—Lieutenant 
General Sheridan has presented his annual re- 


» port to the secretary of war. At the date of 


the last consolidated returns the army consis- 
ted of 2.209 officers and 24,236 men, including 
Indian scouts. The lieutenant general briefly 
sums up the condition of the various divisions 
of the army, and of the division of the Mis- 
souri says while it has been free from I ndian 
hostilities of any maghitude, many operations 
of a minor nature have been rendered noces- 
sary. Troops have been continually occupied 
in patrolling the Oklahoma country, and have 
been successful in keeping intruders out of 


that region. The gradual spread of 
railroads throughout the territory § can, 
however, ultimately haye but one 


effect, and General Sheridan is now of the 
opinion that congress may well consider the 
advisability of opening up) potrions, at least, 
of this country to settlement. . General Sheri- 
dan expresses regret that the very rapid de- 
crease in the number of desertions from the 
army, during the previous two years, has not 
been continued. The increase is, however, 
very slight, being only about one-half of one 
per cent more than last year. The recruiting 
service, it is said, has been properly conducted 
during the year. and an increased number of 
men of good standing has been obtained. The 
discipline of the army is good, and almost all 
the ofiicers and men seem to be animateu with 


_ the spirit of obedience to the law. 


The improvement made by the army in rifle 
practice is highly commended. General Sher- 
idan renews his previous recommendations 
touching upon increase of the army by 5,000 
men and perfecting the organization of the in- 
fantry army by the addition of two majors,and 
two companies to each regiment. Relative to 
a revision of tactics, it is said: 

The great advance in the materialof war has also 
occasion: d changes in the manner of handling men 
in action, and our teciics are, therefore, no Cineer 
well adapted to the present enditions. For these 
reasons itis my intention to assemble at an early 
day a board of officers to consider this subject. 

A measure which would most promote the 
efficiency of the service, the general says, 
would be the passage ofa law authorizing the 
immediate retiremeut of thoss officers, about 
eighty in number, in whose cases such action 
has already been recoramended by military 
boards, or who have for some time been absent 
on account of sickness from the commands, 
with but little prespect of ultimate recovery. 

Attention is called to the needs of the army 
in the matter of improved small arms, and 
General Sheridan urges the adoption of meas- 
ures to secure at an early day the best form of

General Sheridan concludes the report as 
follow: ; 

Iam sirongly in favorof the general government 
extending all possible aid to the national guard of 
the different states, as they constitute the body of 
troops that in any great emergency would form an 
important part of our military force. They should 
beermed with the best weapons, amply provide 
with complete camp and garrison equipage and 
justructed in the various drilis and exercises accord- 
ing to tle tactics aud systems fojowed in the regu- 
fer army.

The Land Commissioner Tenders His Resig- 
nation---His Reasons for Doing So. 

Wasninaton, November 15.—Land Com- 
missionér Sparks this afternoon personally de- 
livered to the president a long letter, defending 

his course in the Chicago, St. Paul, Minnea 
lis and Omaha railway land case and formally 
“The Honor- 


resigning his office. 

Genera! Sparks’ letter says: 
able Secretary of the Interior advises me by a 
letter, dated the 11th instant, in effect, that he 
should, on that date, present to you the alterna- 
tive of selecting a new secretary of the interior 
oranew commissioner of the general land 
office, in view of which I have felt called upon 
to address you this letter.’’ 

The commissioner then reviews his disagree- 
ment with the secretary of the interior upon 
the question of the adjustment of the Omaha 
railroad land-cases, and says: 

The decisions of the secretary which he regards as 


erroneous, will,if adhered to, have the effect to take 
from the people many millious of acres. of land 
within raitre ad indemnity limits, which by your ad- 
vice and with your approval, as expressediin Guil- 
ford Miller case, haye been procleimaas to the 
country as restored to the public domain. b 
question of the correctness of these. decisions be- 
came, therefore, a matter of momentous Cone¢ein. 
If they correctly declared the law, the Jands belong 
to the railroads companies. If they did not correct- 
ly declare the law, the lend belongs to the people. I 
was profundly convinced that in making these de- 
cisions the secretary had been committed to @rrors 
of law which if brought fully to his personal atten- 
tention might be corrected. 

It isthe pra t'ce of the department to permit rep- 
resentatives of :ailroad companiesand other private 
interests to ay ply for reviews and reconsiderations 
of decisions when questions are decicel against 
such interests, _ the 
government, having the immediate gua: dianship of 
public lands and immediate charge of the is:uance 
of patents under all grants of land by congre*s, I 
had at least an equal right with the representatives 
of private interests tousk the secretary of the inte- 
rior to re-examine the departmental decision; and I 
believed it especially proper to express my views to 
he secretary in these cases, because I had not, but 
would have done so in the original instance ifI had 
anticipated a change of ruling and decisions point 
ing to the question. 

Accordingly I waited upon the secretary and per- 
sonally expressed to him my desire to have a review 
of the decisions in these cases. He suggested to me 
to let the matter rest for the present, in which sug- 
ge tion I, of course, cheerfully acquiesced. 

Tie formal application for roview, couched in 
the most respectful terms, was completed about 
October 26th, but was not put upon the oilicial rec- 
ords and was not made public. On November 10th, 
JT received a note from the Secretiry, desiring me to 

resent to him what I had to say upon this subject. 
My letter was accordingly signed and delivered to 
him on the 11th instant, with the necessary change 
of dates and other conditions that had been made. 
A copy of this letter is herewith inclosed for your 
inspection, and for your judgment, both upon the 
substance of the matter and upon the official cour- 
tesy of form and ex»ression. 

It is but just to say that the published communi- 
cation acdressed tome and laid before you is no 
answer to my letterapplying for reyiew. The issue 
raised by me was strictly one oflaw. The presenta- 
tion of the issue was strictly in the line of legal 
argument. In the letter addressed to me that issue 
is not met, and the effect has been to create gn erro- 
neous impression that the issue was one of authority 
alone, and that I had refused to execute the secre- 
tary’s official orders. 

This diversion of issue from one of legal construc- 
tion to one of authority and insubordinct’on is the 


substitut'‘on of force for argument—a_ diver- 
sion of the public mind from the merits 
of the case; and, if not _ resisted by 


mein this presentation to you, would be the sup- 
pression of that power of proper and considerate ef- 
fort on my part as commissioner of the general land 
office, to secure, in the public interest, an impartial 
hearing be ore the secretary of the interior on a 
purely legal qnestion, affecting the administra‘ion 
of an office with which Iam charged. | 
The oflice of commissioner of the general land 
office has been one of intense Ja>vor, imposing a 


constant sense of high responsibility. Having 
sought it at. . P tes hands, I ave 
continued to hoi it only out of 


sense of duty, with the view of efiecting some good 
to the public. I have endured discouragement and 
much calumny andabuse from those whose interests 
were to defeat the policies pursued. I have believed 
my line of action to be correct, and thought I had 
reason for the belief that it met your opproval. If 
these decisions foreshedow a change in official 
policy on this subject, knowing well what this 
will mean in pratical application, I could not of 
course, With my sense of duty, be instrumental in 
effecting the chanve. 

Having ever, as now, regarded the commis- 

hold from you as subject to your reeall, and 
desiring to relieve you of any~ possible embarrass- 
men!, J her-with tender you my resignation of the 
office Of commissioner of the general land office, 
and ask its carly acceptance, and in thus severing 
my connection with your administration, I beg to 
assure you of my earnest wish that the same 
wisdom, firmness and integrity which has thus far 
so eminently markel your administration may con- 
tinue to enhance you in the estimation of your 
countrymen,

A RIOTIOUS NIGHT.

PUSHED BY THE STOCK EXCHAN( 
An Important Decision, Whicts is Ke- 
garded as a War Upon the 
System Generally. +‘ 
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New Yorx, November 15.—{8 oe 
Wall street has, for several days, been deeply 
interested in the proceedings of the criminal 
court, over which Judge Cowing 3pt es. 
Elliot W. Todd has been undergemg trial 
there on the charge of keeping a gambling 
house. The indictment did not say that Mr. 
Tood threw dice, or run a roulette table, or 
that he sat behind a ‘“‘iayout,” and pulled 
cards from a faro dealer’s box, but it did 
charge that he ran a bucket shop, and the 
prosecuting attorney’s contended that there 
was no worse form of gambling than that. 
This bucket shop business has spread 69 widely 
over the country and worked such evil, that a 
strong prejudice against it has developed. 
Aside from the question of morality, it is 
known that bucket shops haye become 60 
numerous from Main to Texas, and their busi- 
ness has grown to be so large, that they have 
for some time interferred no little: with the 
yolumne of business on the regular exchanges. 

To illustrate: There are over-five thoasand 


average only one. hundred shayes of stock a 
day each, their daily transactions aggregate five 
thousand shares, which is far more than the 
daily business of the New York stock exchange 
will average. , Whether this theory of compe- 
tition be founded in fact or only i ary, it 
certainly is that all stock exchange memwers are 
down on bucket-shops, and it has been eharged 
that the stock exchange, either through some 
of its individual members or as a Dbedy, was 
responsible for the prosecution in ‘Lodd 
case. 

The trial has attracted much attention, as it 
was universally regarded as a test_case. The 
court proceedings have been warm On. both 
sides, and the opposing lawyers made the fur 
fly in court on the discussion. The case went 
to the jury today, and this afternoon 4 verdict 
was returned convicting Todd of the offense 
charged, and tlrereby prenouncing bueket- 
shops as ap ee: houses. 

An appeal has been taken, but it is gener- 
erally thought the higher court will sustain 
the lower.. It is also believed by many that 
this case will have the opening battle,of a gen- 
eral war on bucket shops in all states, and that 
they will sooner or. later be suppressed. In 
this view of the matter, the Todd case will be 
vigorously fought on the appeal, and in its 
final result may prove a thing of national in- 
terest and importance. The market was gen- 
erally strong today, but Tennessee coal and 
iron was the banner stock in the advance, 
bounding rapidly, as it did, from 28} to 31. 
The jump is said to haye been occasioned b 
large buying orders from some heavy eapital- 
ists, who are traveling over the Louisville an 
Nashville railroad with President Norton, and 
were yesterday at Birmingham, examining the 
Tennessee coal and iron company’s property.

The Increased Earnings. 

CotumesiA, 8. C., November 15.—[Special.] 
The compilation of the earnings of the railroads in 
South Carolina forthe month of September, have 
just been completed by the railroad commissioners, 
and shows an extraordinary increase over the cor- 
responding period of last year. The increase varies 
from five to two hundred per cent. Only one road 
ot twenty-one fails to show an increase. The total 
net increase in earnings was $176,000, and the net 
per cent increase 3344, increase of passenger earn- 
ings $16,350, increase of freight earnings $164,435, in- 
crease of tonnage 62,543 tons. This is the best 
showing ever made in one month by the railroads 
of South Carolina, and this, in spite of the fact that 
several new roads have recently been put in overa-

Clinging to the Rocks Of Ari- 


MARVELOUS WEALTH DISCOVERED 


People Gathering the Precious Metal by the 
Handfal — Great Excitement 
Among the People. 

Perscort, Ari., November 15.—Private ad- 
vices show that the recently discovered gold 
mine, ten miles from. here, on the Lassayampa 
river, is richer by far than anything ever dis- 
covered in the world. The ore averages $1,000 
per ton and thousands of tons are in sight. 
Iwo men yesterday, with a common mortar, 
pounded out $800 in less than an hour. The 
gold clings to the rock in the purest seales. A 
man witha knife can scale off a handfal in a 
few minutes. There is every indication that 
the ledge contains fabulous wealth. This 
river has produced millions in years past in 
placer mining, and on one occasion a pocket 
was found which yielded $100,000 in a few 
weeks. People are flocking there in great 
numbers. 


THE SICK CROWN PRINCE. 


The Growth in His Throat Very Dangerous 
and Malignant. 


BEeRwuin, November 15.—The present growth 
in the crown prince’s throat consists of a > 
ual increase. As the prince has declared him- 
self opposed to the extirpation of the whole 
larynx, the difficulty of breathing will sooner 
or later arise and probably necessitate trache- 
otomy. The Reichsanzeiger makes the state- 
ment that during the examination at San Re- 
mo of the crown prince’s larynx,the physic- 
ians were able to ascertain that the maiady 
consisted of a malignant new growth 
mainly situated below the left ¥ 
chord, and back of the margin of the larynx, 
small beginnings of growth were also percept- 
ible on the right side. Up to this time the ail- 
ment has been local and has not affected the 
crown prince’s general health, but it has now 
become dangerous. 

San Remo, November 15.—Dr. MacKenzie, 
in an interview in the Neve Freie Presse, of 
Vienna, says the presence of cancerous forma- 
tion in the crown prince’s throat is of very re~- 
cent origin, as proved by the fact that the tu- 
mor which always accompanies a cancer did 
not appear until ten days ago. The crown 
prince and the princess have expressed unal- 
terable confidence in Dr. MacKenzie. 

Beriin, November 15.—Drs. Bramann and 
Bergmann yesterday performed the operation 
of excision of the larynx on a patient whose 
case is similar to that of the crown prince. 
The person operated upon is doing well, but 
statistics show that out of eighty-three such 
excisions, fifty-eight patients died. The oper- 
ation of tracheotomy is hardly ever fatal,

7. Ifa sale of the land were made under the 
execution in favor of the guardian of the mi- 
nor creditor of the husband, and the purchas- 
ers remained in possession for more than seven 
years, and if the trustee could have sued. and 
recovered the land (the legal title being in 
him) arid failed to do so, he would have been 
barred, and the chileren, who were the bene- 
ficiaries of the trust, would likewise have been 
barred, if nothing else appeared. 

(a.) It appeared in this case that, before the 

decree was rendered setting up the wife’s 
equity, the husband appeared at the time the 
land was divided in kind and drew his wife's 
share for her next friend; that the property 
came from her father’s estate; that neither 
she nor her husband ever had possession of it; 
that he recognized the property as her sepa- 
rate estate; that the decree making provision 
for the wife and settling the property upon a 
trustee for her and her babar was made with 
his consent, he being present and offering no 
objection, although he was not a party; that 
the wife and children went into possession un- 
der this decree and so remained for more than 
seven years before the gale under the execution 
in favor of the creditor of the husband: 
Held, that the decree was color of title which 
ripened into a prescriptive title; and if the 
trustee had brought his action within seven 
years after the sale under the execution oc- 
curred, he could have recovered the land from 
the purchasers. 

8. Frand which will prevent possession of 

property from being the foundation of prescrip- 

tion, must be actual or positive fraud, and not 
constructive or legal fraud. If purchasers un- 
der an execution in favor of the husband knew 
that the title was notin him, but was in his 
children, and that the land was not subject 
to the execution, that would amount to 
such a fraud as is contemplated by the Code; 
but if they had reason to believe, and did be- 
lieve, that the property was subject to the ex- 
ecution, although they may have known of 
the claim set up by others, that would not 
amount to positive fraud, but would be merel ys 

a constructive fraud. Whether or not there 

was positive fraud, was a question for the jury, 

and it was error to dismiss, on demurrer, a 

bill which alleged that the purchasers knew 

all about the title of the complainants at the 
time they made the purchase. 

(a.) Thetrustee under the decree should 
have been made a party, and the bill should be 
so amended as to make him such. 

Judgment reversed.

It was made known to de- 
fendant that the mules were not to be 
taken in settlement of the debt, but were to 
be sold and the balance of the money, after 
avying the debt, was to be returned to him. 
Jefendant asked for more time, which was 
allowed him. In January, 1886, plaintiff, at 
defendant's request, consented for defendant 
to sell one of the mules to a party, represented 
by defendant as reliable, for a specific price 
and on specific time, and with other specific 
conditions, as that title was to remain in plain- 
tiff, note to be signed by buyer and indorsed by 
defendant, defendant’s liability on first 
note to continue, and the new note to be re- 
turned to plaintiff’s attorney. The new note 
was drawn up andsent to defendant, but was 
never returned to plaintiff or her attorney. 

On December 21, 1886, plaintiff sent her 
agent to take possession of the mules. De- 
fendant delivered to him the sorrel mule, and 
a small mouse-colored horse in the place of the 
other mule, both animals being in wretched 
condition and almost starved. The horse was 
‘well cared for, bat diced in a few days. The 
mule was valued at $35, and to-save expense 
at the stable plaintiff took the mule at that 

rice. As soon as plaintiff saw the horse she 
notified the defendant she would not accept it. 

Defendant replied he could get the mule and 

would doso. When plaintiff's agent went to 

get the mules, defendant said he had traded 
off the other mule for the horse.

(a.) This case differs in its facts from that of 
the Augusta Factory vs. Barnes, 72 Ga., 217;

facts. 

4. If a passenger on a street-car signaled the 
driver to stop for her to get off by ringing the 
bell or giving any other signal which the driver 
recognized, and if he stopped the car for her 
to get off, but did not stop long enough to give 
her a reasonable ad. ar age to do so, and she 
was thereby injured, the company was negli- 
gent. This was a question of fact for the jury, 
and they had the right to believe the testimo- 
ny of the plaintiff in preference to thatof other 
witnesses. 

5. The ground of the motion for a new trial, 
excepting to the admission of the evidence of 
a witness on cross-examination, in relation to 
an affidavit, is controlled by the third head- 
note above. : 

6. If aperson is injured by the negligence 
of arailroad company, the extent of the in- 
jury is a proper subject-matter of inquiry. 
How she was hurt, whether she had a miscar- 
riage or abortion in consequence of the in- 
jury, and whether she suffered great 
pain in consequence thereof, may all be in- 
quired into, and are not consequences too re- 
mote to authorize a recovery. It was there- 
fore not error to refuse to charge that “‘if the 
damages are only the imaginary result of the 
tortious act, or other and continuous circum- 
stances preponderate largely in causing the in- 
jurious effect, such damages are too rémote to 
be a basis of recovery against the wrong-doer, 
and damages traceable to the act, but not its 
legal or material consequences, are too remote 
and contingent.”” Code, §§ 3082, 3073, 

7. There was no error in refusing to charge as 
follows: ‘‘And should it appear that the neg- 
ligence of the railroad would not have dam- 
aged the party complaining, but by the inter- 
position of an agency over which the railroad 
neither had nor exercised control, she was 
damaged, then the party complaining cannot 
recover.’ Such a charge would not have been 
applicable to the facts of the case. 

8. Punitive damages are given on account 
of the manner in which a tort is done, and the 
injury to the wounded feelings of the plaintiff 
is taken into consideration, but there is noth- 
ing of that kind in this case, and there was no 
error in refusing to charge that ‘the facts in 
evidence, to authorize punitive damages, must 
be such as would subject the driver to liability 
to conviction forcriminal negligence if prose- 
cuted therefor.” 

9, The presumption that, where it has been 
shown that a passenger on a railroad was hurt 
or damaged by the running of its trains or ma- 
chinery, the company was negligent, is a com- 
mon law presumption and did not originate 
with the act of 1855 (Code, §3033); nor is that 
act in violation of article 14 of the Constitution 
of the United States,on the ground that it 
abridges the privileges and immunities of the 
company and puts upon it a presumption not 
enforced against private citizens. 

10. An exception that the verdict is con- 
trary to the charge is equivalent to saying that 
it was contrary tolaw. It was not so in this

Frank Johnston Works a Day anda Half, 


Earns a Coffin—A Sad Story—Feagin's

Determined to sift the matter to the bottom, 
a CONSTITUTION reporter set out with Coroner 
Hodnett in\search of the unaccountable 
cache of human remains. A tramp of a mile 


out on the Central brought the investigators 


to the spot where Mr. Jo Hall, section boss, 
was at work with his gang. He only knew 
from report that the graye contained the body 
of a negro who had beer buried by the railroad 


men.

MORE INFORMATION, 
and in a few minutes the younger Mr. Hall 
was at work with his gang. 

‘Can you give us any account of the grave 
and its contents ?”’ asked the coroner. 

‘Of course, I can. His name was Frank 
Johnson. He had worked a month with the 
bridge gang; was discharged; came here and I 
employed him. He worked for mea day and 
a half, and was taken sick and afterwards 
died, and the company paid his funeral ex- 
penses, burying him on their right of way.” 

“Did he have any relatives?”’ , 

‘‘Not that we could learn of then, but after- 


wards we found that he has a wife at Marr’s 


Station.’’ 
“That's all riglit,’’ said Mr. Hodnett, as he 


turned away, “i just wanted to learn the true 


story.” : 
“Say,’’ said Mr. Hall, “‘what about 
THOSE TWO BOYS 


who said we drove them off ?”’ 


‘‘That was their tale,’’ replied the coroner. 


“Well those boys exaggerated matters won- 


derfully. They staid until we had finished 


the job, and when they asked what we were 


up to, I told them we were burying a man, 
one of the hands, and they asked no more 
questions.”’ 


This concluded the interview and the cor- 


ornor walked away in a thoughtful manner, 


as he remembered how he and a local reporter 


had groped their way along that silent road 
lest night, in the vain endeavor to develop the 
ghastly mystery. 

But there were two goed reasons for the in- 
vestigation that have not been-explained. The 
first was that letter from Ordinary Newman, 
of Sandersville, written to Coroner Hodnett, 
just after Cook’s body was found in the river. 
In this letter he stated that 

WALKER WRIGHT WAS MISSING, 
and had been sinee Wednesday of the state 
fair. Wright was a prominent farmer, who 
came to Macon with some cotton, which he 
sold, and after Wednesday he failed to mate- 
rialize. 

His friends felt alarmed, and after a weck’s 
absence, when he was still missing and a body 
was found in the river, Ordinary. Newman 
wrote to the coroner about it. Wright was 
described asa man with‘a sandy mustache, 
dressed in a blue suit of clothes. Whether he 
has turned up yet is not known. This gave an 
ominous look to the report of the grave. 

The other case has probably been. quietly 
hushed up. Very little accurate information 
could ever be gained concerning it. It was 
re ported that a negro had been badly a" by 
a barkeeper somewhere on Fourth stfet, bat 
the reporter could not learn where. The row 
was said to have occurred on Saturday night, 
and the wound inflicted with a billiard cue. 
The story went that the wounds would proba- 
bly prove fatal. This gave additional coloring 
to the side of a tragedy which is now unray- 
eled.

The Naval Stores Producers. 

The officers of the Naval Stores Manufac- 
turers’ association have issued a circular 
calling a general convention of the naval 
stores producers of Georgia, Florida and 
South Carolina to meet at Jesup, in this 
state, on the 25th of the present month. 
We have no doubt that the convention will 
be largely attended, for the naval stores pro- 
ducers are at present in a position where a 
consolidation of their interests is absolutely 
essential to their prosperity. 

The convention which has just been call- 
ed will thoroughly discuss the naval stores 
question. The numerous issues under 
which producers are now suffering will be 
remedied, and a strong effort will be made 
to inaugurate some practical and business- 
like measures to save the turpentine indus- 
try from destruction. The meeting prom- 
ises to be so important that it is to be hoped 
évery naval stores producer will attend, in 
order that he may be able hereafter to co- 
operate intelligently with his fellow-pro- 
ducers in the south. | 

The association of naval stores producers 
has had an up-hill fight. It has been bit- 
terly opposed by conflicting interests, but it 
has managed tocarry its points. Certain 
factions and their agents made a serious at- 
tempt to break down the organization. But 
the work the association has accomplished 
is worthy of note. It has reduced the 
freights on rosin one-fifth, thereby saving to 
producers large sums of money. It has se- 
cured the passage of a bill, prepared by a 
committee of the association, regulating the 
fees and duties of rosin and turpentine in- 
spectors, and abolishing the practice of 
‘‘horning’’ rosin by imposing severe penal- 
ties for erasing, lettering of tampering with 
the grade marks placed on the barrels by the 
sworn inspectors. 

The association has also secured the pas- 
sage of a billin the legislature making it 
unlawful to cut turpentine boxes in Georgia 
except between the 15th of November and 
the Ist of March. This bill will not only 
prevent over-production in this state, but 
will prevent the useless destruction of a vast 
area of pine forests. 

THE CONSTITUTION has taken a great 
deal of interest in the success of this organ- 
ization, and it hopes that the purposes of 
the members will be fully carried out.

There Is No Peace. 

The theory of Hobbes that the natural 
state of mankind is a state of warfare re- 
ceives fresh confirmations every day. 

A thoughtful writer recently called atten- 
tion to the fact that while many nations 
continue under arms, ready to leap at each 
other’s throats, society in detail is involved 
in desperate conflicts, or is divided into 
fiercely warring factions. As this writer 
puts it: 

Issues are now joined where for ages there were 
no questions of diference. Conflicts are now aris- 
ing over matters where formerly there was no room 
for a dispute, and men are arrayed for battle against 
those whose co-operation and friendship were here- 
tofore surely counted on, Everywhere is contention 
or angry discussion. 

Who are the opposing parties in these conflicts, 
and what are the questions at issue? As to the is- 
sues, they are the apparently indifferent matters 
of everyday life—work, play, what men shall eat 
and what they shall drink, when they shall lator 
and when they may rest, and a thousand other 
things which apparently are purely personal and of 
private interest. Nevertheless factions are formed, 
parties are organized, newspapers published, 
speeches made, legislation invoked and all the 
powers of money, orgen:zation, intellect and goy- 
ernment called into action toenforce personal opin- 
ions upon masses of men. 

The combatants, the contenders, the disputants 
and litigants in these conflicts are labor and capital, 
employer and employe, producer and consumer, 
buyer and seller, shiprer and carrier, the free think- 
er asto food and beverages and the prohibitionist, 
the man who cla’ ms that Sunday is Sunday and he 
who holds that Sunday is the Sabbath: in a word, 
the disputers over a thousand other like matters.

But will men al- 
ways be satisfied to wrangle over these issues 
without coming to blows? Will they pre- 
tend to be at peace when they know very 
well that there is no peace?

A CASE OF LONGEVITY. 


A Hard Working Negro 117 Years Old and 
with 1,000 Descendants. 
From the Dallas, Texas, News. 

A case of remarkable longevity is that of 
Frank Hicks, colored, residing within ten miles of 
McKinney, over whose remarkable head one hun- 
dred and s2venteen summers have rolled. The evi- 
dence of his. age is afforded by a billof sale froma 
slave trader to F. H. Welch, dated 1850, and cert-fy- 
ing that Hicks was eighty years old, As in the sale 
of a slave, like that of a horse, the vender, while he 
might have an object in underrating the age of his 
chattel, could have no possible motive in adding to 
his years,the proof that Hicks has spent one hundred 
and seventeen years in this vale of tears is conclu- 
sive. Hicks, though a little bent, isin perfect health, 
not looking a day over seventy, and  giv- 
ing hope of lasting another jquarter of.a century, or 
to s@2 142 years. When sold to Mr. Welch, he was 
thrown in with his wife; but in the thirty-seven 
years that have since elapsed, he has never failed 
of doing aman’s work at hoeing, and this year, with 
the aid of his wife, now in her 90th year, he has 
harvested eizht bales of cotton, which he sold in 
McKinney last week. The cotton was grown on 
the plantation of Mr. Welch, who, out of regard to 
his former slaye’s old age and diligent service, al- 
lows him the free use ofallthe land hecan farm, 
By his present wife, Hicks had fifteen children, 
thirteen of whom are living, and by his former;wives 
he had many children—he says the good Lord only 
knows the number—some of whom, if they are yet 
living, must be centenarians. His early families 
were born in South Carolina, to which he was 
brought ina slayer from the coast of Georgia when 
only ten years old. He remembers naught of his 
native land, but has a distinct recollection of his 
voyage tothe land of bondage. He was always 
faithful in his services, and he proudly acknowl- 
edges that he neither merited nor received harsh 
treatme from any of his masters. His descend-

On the Effects of Prohibition In 
Atlanta. 

THE EVILS OF THE PRESENT LAW 
The True Path of Temperance Pointed Out 
—The Pledges Made to 
the People. 


The following was handed into the office 
last night too late for an answer:

Is Captain Howell Consistent? 

Mr. H. G. McCord, senior member of the 
firm of McCord, Wallace & Co., says that one day 
last spring he was on the Georgia ralroad train go- 
ing to Conyers, Captain Evan P. Howell was on 
the train, and in the course of aconyver: &‘ion on the 
effects of prohibition in Atlanta, Captain Howell 
said that the man who livedin Atlantaand knew 
what he was talking about, and who said that the 
closing of the barrooms had not benefitted Attanta, 
was either blind ora fool. How does Captain How- 
ell reconcile this statement to Mr. McCord with his 
present support of the movement to return the bar- 
rooms to Atlanta? 

It isin part true, andin part false. If Mr. 
McCord had written what I said he would 
have given it correctly, but the Ransy Sniffles 
who did write it,and the man that brought it to 
this office—I know them both—would not 
hesitate to warp a statement to make it guit 
their purposes. 

T said to Mr. McCord,in answer to an inquiry 
about the matter, just what I have said to 
every one who talked with me on the subject. 
I have said it in the columns of this paper, 
that the wiping out of the low down dives,whe1e 
mean liquor was sold, was a good thing for 
the city. But no man ever heard me admit 
that prohibition was right, directly or indirect- 
ly. I think it was necessary to amputate 
Judge W. T. Newman’s arm to save his life 
when he was wounded at Jonesboro. So with 
Judge Mark Blanford when wounded in Vir- 
ginia, but I don’t think it was necessary to 
amputate the arm of every man in each of 
these battles to save their lives. We sell gun- 
powder under strict regulations in this city. It 
is dangerous to handle. Iam opposed to put- 
ting it in bulk in the center of our city, but I 
would not be willing to prohibit its sale, and 
compel every man who wanted to use it to go 
to Griffin, Madison, or Gainesville to purchase 
it if it is needed. Fire in a dangerous ele- 
ment. It burns up women and children, 
destroys property, but I would not abolish its 
use for this cause and go out of the county 
whenever it is necessary to warm. Better 
have strong ordinances to regulate it, and put 
a good man, like Captain Joiner, to watch it, 
with a good corps of assistants as he has, and 
prevent the harm while we have the benefits. 

There is not a Christian nation in the world 
that does not recognize liquor, beer and wine 
as an article of commerce. It is used for vari- 
ous purposes in science, in medicine, in the 
home, kitchen, church, and almost in every 
department of trade in one form or another. 
Atlanta is a commercial center, and bas been 
built up inside of a third of 
@ centugy from a _ cross-roads place 
to over sixty thousand people. Liquor was 
sold here in all its worst forms during all that 
time. Our people were gradually getting it 
under control. Prohibition was introduced, 
and ever since then there has been strife, 
abuse, dissensions, agaric, diluted alcohol, 
nerye tonic—the meanest kind of liquor sold 
on the sly, and all manner of violations of law. 
The legitimate territory that is supplied by 
Atlanta as a trade center covers a space larger 
than Great Britain, France and Spain. Why 
should her merchants be denied the right-to_ 
trade in these articles of commerce? Why 
should the people of Atlanta be compelled to 
go to Griffin and other places to supply their 
wants in purchasing these articles? 

It it is impossible to properly regulate the sale, 
it is impossible to enforce prohibition. We 
have tried both, and no one doubts but that 
it is less trouble to regulate the sale than 
there is prohibit it. With all the evils attend- 
ing the sale of liquorin the low-down dives 
alluded to, there is no-such record made as we 
have had here in Atlanta during the last 
twelve months. , 

The evils of intemperance are greater under 
this prohibition law than ever under even the 
state of affairs when the liquor traffic was 
without restraint. I have been in Atlanta 
since 1851 almost continually, except when in 
the army. I have never seen such a record as 
we have made in the past twelve months. I 
call to mind now,six young men who have lost 
their lives,caused by drinking,since this prohi- 
bition law was passed. Two, it is true, died 
outside of the state, but their deaths were the 
result of liquor drinking.of the meanest kind 
in their rooms since prohibition; two died in 
one night by their own hands; one fell out of 
a window not a block from where I write,from 
a room nearly over Maddox & Rucker’s. It is 
not necessary for me to give names, our people 
all know about it. Yet we are told what 
great benefits result from prohibition. 

IT am in favor of putting an iron hand on the 
traffic, and to that end I stand pledged; so do 
all the anti-prohibitionists. Ifthe prohibition- 
ists will give their help, we will not have any 
more low down places where liquor is dis- 
pensed. But we will trench it about with 
proper regulations, and make it possible to be 
obtained for legitimate uses, and prevent its 
abuse. :

The Minister in Charge of Bethe! 
‘Church, in Atlanta.

In Which the Presiding Elder is Asked 
to Give the Church An- 
other «Preacher.

Bethel church is situated on Wheat street, 
near the branch, and for the past year or 
more the Rev. Dr. Flipper, an Atlanta divine, 


has been in charge. 
And the same minister will be in charge for 


another year. . 

The annual conference of the church to 
which the Rev. Dr. Flipper, who, by the way, 
is an Atlanta negro,‘has been in annual session 
for more than a week in Rome. Dr. Flipper, 
with a delegation of church officers, has been 
present, and since his return a sensation has 


leaked out. 

That sensation has a play upon the prohibi- 
tion campaign now pending. 

It has been generally rumored upon the 
streets for some days that rig ry the session 
of the conference Presiding Elder Wayman, 
of Baltimore, received a letter from Hon. A. 
H. Colquitt, United States senator, in which 
the prohibition. issue now pending and the 
Rev. Dr. Flipper were discussed. The letter 
informed the presiding bishop that Dr. Flipper 
was not a pulpit orator at all satisfactory to 
the Big Bethel church, and requested the re- 
moval of that divine and the appointment of a 
minister who would do the cause of prohibition 


ood. 
‘ When the first information of the letter was 
received in Atlanta but little attention was 
given to it, but when it became generally 
known that such a paper had been promulga- 
ted among the preachers of the church, the in- 
terest became general, and the return of the 
Wheat street minister was watched by mem- 
bers of both parties with interest. 

He returned last night. 

Soon after the state road train reached At- 
lanta last night, a CONSTITUTION reporter 
called at the Rev. Dr. Flipper’s resldence in 
Wheat street. The residence, or parsonage as 
it may be called, is immediately opposite the 
church, and when the reporter rang the bell 
the servant who responded led the way into 
the libraty. The room was neatly and nicely 
furnished. The floor was carpeted with a 
brussels carpet, while beautiful pictures 
adorned the wall. <A magnificent case of 
books occupied a corner of the room, and 
comfortable furniture filled the room. In 
response to an inquiry the revereud gentleman 
said: 

‘Yes, [have just returned from the annual 
conference of my church, which has been in 
session at Rome.” 

‘‘Had a pleasant time?” 

“Oh, yes; I had a very pleasant time. The 
people of Rome are the most hospitable in the 
world. both white and black, and always give 
visitors a pleasant time.”’ 

‘And you have been returned to the same 
charge for another year?” 

‘Yes, the conference returned me to Bethel 
church for another term.” 

“Without opposition ?”’ he 

“Why shoald there have been opposition ? 
I have done my duty as a minister and. my 
congregation has done its duty, too.”’ 

‘‘And everything passed off pleasantly ?’’ 

“Oh, yes.”’ 

‘‘But was there no attempt to remove you ?”’ 

“Of course not. Why should there have 
been? By the way, there was a letter from 
Hon. A. H. Colquitt, United States senator, I 
believe.”’ 

‘ “What was that letter?’ 

“Oh, nothing much.” 

‘But it is publicly stated that Senator Col- 
quitt asked in that letter for your removal 
from Bethel church.” 

“Who says so?” 

“That is the general talk. The letter has 
been talked of in Atlanta for two or three 
days past.’’ 

“Isthatso? Well, I never saw the letter.” 

“Then you can’t speak of it?’ 

‘“Nomore than what the presiding elder 
said.”’

Geerge William Schultz sues the Central 
Railroad and Banking company for two thous- 
and dollars damages, Petitioner was only 
pine years old. He founda ticket in Hape- 
ville which was good for ‘a passage from At- 
lanta to Hapeville, and after a pore of 
agents at Hapeville and Atlanta and being as- 
sured the ticket. was good fora. passage, he 
attempted to go to Hapeville, and, when about 
four miles out, the condnetor came round tak- 
ing up tickets. He took his, threw it out of 
the window, stopped the train and ejected him, 
leaving him in the woods to wander around, 
frightened and not knowing how or when he 
would get home. 

G. M. Howell is a tailor and had taken a suit 
to alter from Joseph Gatens, promising it at a 
certain time, Gatens called for the suit the 
same day and on being told it was not ready 
began to curse and abuse him and finally 
struck him.

There was a mortgage on the property and a 

laborer’s lien. & 
- The court held that the assessment for taxes 
could be made either against the holder or the 
maker of the bond for title afid the sale under 
the fi fa would pass the title if made for the 
taxeson that property alone. Tho party in 
possession is chargeable with the taxes. 

Defects, irregularities and omissions in tax 
returns may be waived and imperfect returns 
cured by pointing out the property to be levied 
on. This will affect others but not beyond the 
unpaid taxes due on the property. 

axes on- mortgaged. premises are properly 
chargeable against the. mortgaged property; 
they attach to the morigage and are to be pai 
with the mortgage. The transfer of a tax fi fa 
must be recorded. within thirty days after the 
transfer; if not so recorded, it is insufficient to 
hold the lien except as against the defendant. 
The tax fi fa is good in ibe handsof the bank 
against Mr. Clayton, but mot against others. 
The law requires the transfer to be recorded 
and we should stand by the statute and not 


fritter it away. The lien of contrac- 
tors for improvements is not chargea- 
ble to the property against the liens 


put on the property by previous owner duly 
recorded. 

The statute giving a lien on imprevements 
without regard to the title of the property on 
which the improvements were made, was re- 
pealed by the lien law of 1873. The lien is agaiffSt 
the debtar, but not against others. Mechanics 
lien is never good against the purchase money 
of property. Often improvements eat up the 
improved, the improvements costing more 
thanethe property was worth prior to being 
improved. 

A fi. fa. cannot be levied on property given 
as security, and is utterly void until a deed is 
filed and recorded. Mrs. Danforth is a mere 
creditor, and at the time of the levy was not in 
position to levy. ee, 

A contract to pay attorney’s fees is not on 
its face usurious. The law recognizes the va- 
lidity of such a. contract. 

The court reverses the decision of the court 
below with directions; the fund now in posses- 
sion to be applied to the mortgage fi. fa. and 
so much of the tax fi. fas. of 1883, 1884and 1585 
as are for taxes on this property to the pay- 
ment of the judgment debt by the security 
deed; the surplus to be paid to Mrs. Clayton 
aud applied to the payment of the contractor’s 
lien, and the residae of the tax fi. fas., the bal- 
ance going to Mrs. Clayton.
